The Cost of Growing Wheat 


(by J. T. Todd) 


The most beautiful sight in the 
world to prairie dwellers is a field 
of golden, ripe grain, ready for the 
harvest, and likewise, the most de- 


.pressing sight is a field which by 


adverse weather conditiong cries out 
hunger, want, and ruin. 
. Let us examine closely into the 
cost of raising a bushel of wheat, 
allowing fair wages to the farmer 
and his help, and we come to the 
following analysis, figuring only on 
summerfallow method which is the 
safest plan to follow in many dist- 
ricts.. In fact, I believe any farmer 
is well advised to follow the summer 
fallow method unless he wishes to 
make & pufe gamble; then he may 
stubble.

Now, since practically all wheat 
is out. of farmers’ hands it has start- 
ed to increase in value. This gives 
the farmer hopes for this fall, but 
are these hopes going to be sus- 
tained in the way of yield and price 
he receives? I hope so. The farmer 
has had the worst deal of anyone. 
He ig on a different basis than 
factories. He cannot close down 
operations for a few months as he 
has to plan and execute ten to 
twelve months ahead of planting 
and almost one and a half years be- 
fore harvest time. 

There will never be any lasting 
prosperity in any part of Canada 
until the farmer ig allowed a greater 
portion of the consumer’s dollar. 
Year in and year out the farmer 
should have $1.25 to $1.50 per bush- 
el for No. 1 Northern wheat, basis 
country elevator, and on basis of 
‘prices during 1932 harvest he only 
received abOut 20 per cent of what 
he should, As prices published in 
papers are usually basis Fort Wil- 
liam or Vancouver, this means he 
should receive at terminal elevator 
$1.40 to $1.65 per bushel. 

All his other products are on no 
better basis but wheat is the only 
one I am really familiar with, * 

The farmer is compelled to pay 
the same rate on his grain in these 
depressed times to terminal elevator 
as he did in 1918 when wheat went 
up to $8.50 per bushel Fort William, 
but when he wags getting this price 
he was paying fair wages for labor 
as high as $6.00 to $8.00 per day for 
harvest help. But on basis of 1932 
prices he was forced to pay starva- 
tion wages and even then he could 
not get his costs to within 50 per 
cent of selling prices. _—.

Ppropogate in their natural state. 
The ring kneck pheasant wag in- 
troduced here a few years ago by 
the local fish and game association. 
First attempts brought very poor re- 
sults, and but few birds were raised. 
Dr. Barlow carried on from where 
the association left off, and the time, 
care, and patience he has spent with 
the birds has been rewarded. Last 
year 24 birds were raised, and this 
year the number ig slightly less. 
The ring neck pheasant is very 
dificult to raise under domestic con- 
ditions. The little chicks are sub- 
ject to all manner of dangers in- 
cluding dsiease, insect pests, acci- 
dent; predatory birds and animals. 
Under these conditions it is not 
surprising that only 20 birds are left 
out of 150 eggs set for hatching this 
spring. Dr. Barlow keeps two adult 
hens and a cockerel for egg pro- 
duction. The first setting of 35 
@ggs in an incubator was a total 
failure. The rest of the eggs were 
hatched by’ broody hens, and a fair 
hatching obtained. After the young 
ring necks appeared from the shell 


| they are removed to a broodér, for 


safest method of rearing. The chicks 
are carefully fed, treated for dis- 
ease and lice, and given every at- 
tention to develop them into normal 
healthy birds. Mrs. Barlow takes a 
great interest in the birds which be- 
come quite tame and feed out of 
her hand, Grasshoppers are a special 
delicacy in the diet of the pheasants, 
and Mrs. Barlow catches these in- 
sects for her pets, 

Ring neck pheasants are also 
being raised at other points in 
southern Alberta, and it is hoped to 
eventually build up the pheasant 
population to a point where their 
numbers will be great enough to 
permit of them being shot as a game 
bird. 


NEW SYSTEM 
OF SCHOOL TESTS 


School Principal L..N. Whitehorn 
has introduced a new system of 
tests for the Bassano high school.
